“How would Owen act under 
these circumstances?” when we 
were confronted with a ticklish 
v trying problem. Others have 
asked themselves the same ques- 
tion and tried to follow the pat- 
tern set for them by this out- 
standing citizen. 


Many people have read the 
book: “What Would Jesus Do?” 
Most people have their own 


ideas about Jesus and also their 
ideas about what He would do. 
Sometimes it is difficult to 
know the answer to that ques- 
tion. We can each try in our 
own way to answer it. 

With Owen, however many 
people saw him daily, observed 
his politeness, his kindness and 
consideration. He had differ- 
ences of opinion on questions 
of the day, as does everyone, 
but Owen was a master in diplo- 
macy in dealing with his fel- 
low citizens and in pleasing al- 
most every one who had any 
contact with him. 

And now Owen is gone. 

His example, his inspiration, 
and his record of service to his 


community will never be for- 
gotten. ‘ 
Time has a way of erasing 


many things but it will take 
years and years to dim the mem- 
ory of this man who meant so 
much to so many people. 

The J. J. Atwood family came 
to Upland from Tingley, lowa, 
33 years ago. While we cannot 
make comparisons with families, 
few names have been so promi- 
nently identified with this com- 
munity as has the “Atwood” 
name. 

The sons of the late J. J. At- 
wood and of “Mother” Atwood, 
who survives, have all been out- 
standing gentlemen.

man of the newly created Upland 
Redevelopment agency, said yes 
| terday as he reviewed what has 
, been done and as he looked ahead 
Application has been filed by 
ithe local agency for $3,000 in 
| federal funds for use in covering 
| costs of engineering; appraisals 
and other preliminary work prior 
to actual construction. 

Otto S. Roen, who is aiding in 
the preliminary study, sounded 
a note of caution, however. 

“Tf after the costs are known 
it may be determined the 
proposed street extension is not 
| economically sound, he said. If 
so, then the project might not be 
realized.” 

He expressed the assurance 
~however, that present indications 
are favorable to realization of We 
program. 

Ee Upland Redevelopment agency 
was formed several months ago 
| and since then preliminary stud- 
ies have been made for extending 
the two streets from Third to 
Campus avenues and thus con- 
necting with Washington houle- 
vard. 

| The local agency éoitarpletes 
purchase of all the property that 
will abut on the extended streets. 
With the paving and curbs in- 
stalled and the ‘streets extended 
the improved frontage will then 
be sold for residential and 
mercial use. Proceeds are sched- 
uled to pay for the cost of the 
unimproved land and street im- 
provements. 

“Before any actual construction 
work is started, we will know if 
the project is economically sound,” 
Mr. Roen said. “If it appears to 
be practical, the agency will no 
doubt proceed immediately with 
the work; if there is any ques- 
tion about .it ‘paying off’ some 
changes may be made or the pro- 
ject might be dropped.” 

Mr. Holts said that indications 
now point to feasibility of ' the 
project and that “if” everything 
goes on schedule work will be 
started within 12 months.

Moderate, Not Prohibitive Restrictions, 
Desirable For Upland Citrus Property 


Upland’s future will be largely determined by what hap- 
pens to petitions that will be presented to the city planning 
commission tonight. 

The petitions call upon the city’s advisory and legislative 
bodies to set high standards for subdivisions north of Foothill 
boulevard east of San Antonio avenue. 

From Foothill boulevard to Fifteenth street it is proposed 
that all lots be at least 80 feet wide and contain at least 12,000 
square feet. From. Fifteenth to Twenty-fourth streets, the doc- 
uments suggest building lots with minimum widths of 150 feet. 

Objective of the proposals is to set aside an area for the 
more exclusive type of residences. The objective has merit 
and it is logical that property owners themselves take a lead 
in such a project. 

If anything, however, the objective may be too good and 
too big. A more modest restriction might be more generally 
acceptable. 

One close observer of the city’s development has sug- 
gested that Euclid avenue frontage might be highly restricted 
and that the size of the lots be grdaulaly diminished as they 
extended east and west from Euclid. 

Property referred to in the petitions totals approximately 
three square miles—about 25 per cent of the area within Up- 
land city limits. 

Adoption of the high restrictions would result in one thing 
—the citrus area being maintained just as it is for years. And 
we know many people here want it that way. 

There are some owners of “marginal” citrus groves, how- 
ever, who see in residential development their only hope for 
realizing on their investment. While it is unsafe to make pre- 
dictions today, we would hazard the guess that if the high re- 
strictions are adopted, there would be very little development 
north of Foothill within the lifetime of today’s property owners.
